MtGiil University, in common with other 
Canadian colleges, has for tho past two years 
reaped its full flinrc of the bumper crop of stud- 
ents currently floodiiip our institutions of learn- 
ing. Present rcRistrntion figures illustrate that 
tlic session 1017-48 will equal, if not turpai^s, 
last year's all-limp iiich. 

To mccl the drmands of unsurpasscd enrol- 
ment, tiic miivcrfily ha; hern forced to expand 
in size .ind tn extend its facllitips. Dnwson Col- 
lego and Petcr?on Residence arc symbolic of 
the trend which most Canadian imivcrsitics 
have been obliged to follow. 

Ami to complement the recnid-breaking 
student enrolment, tiic Freshman Reception 
Committee has accordingly prepared a welcom- 
ini_' agenda which, in itself, sets n precedent. 
Our experience — limited, it is true — lias never 
seen a more complete and thorough program. 

With this in iniiid, we wi.-li to extend our 
welcome to tlio=c entérine; McGill for the first 
time. And coupled with mir good wishes arc a 
few observations with which many 'old-timers' 
arc certain to agree. 

One of the problems which many students 
will have to ponder is that of the academic vs. 
c.xtrn-rtirrieiilnr nctiviticp. 

'i'licrc is prcnt temptation for a new student 
to enter into tlic many extra-curricular activities 
wliieli the camjiiis offers. In an initial outburst 
of enthus^iasm. he assume; responsibilities and 
engages in his nwn preferred activity. As the 
year wears on. he finds himself buried benoatlt 
an overwhelming heap of campus responsibili- 
ties. 

With the approach of examinations, he cx- 
tric'ite; liiinself warily from his cxtra-currieular 
'tomb', pnzes objertively upon it, then realized 
that in the first place, n more equitable balance 
between hi= studies and other activities would 
have been desirable. 

At this stage, our campus hero does one of 
two things: he panics, throws up all his extra 
activities, and plunges his furrow-browed face 
between the leaves of his favorite tcxt>book; or 
he makes a grand effort to fulfill his assumed 



obligations and make first-class grades at tlie 
same time. 

These extremes, of course, could have origin- 
ally been avoided by tho simple expedient of 
indulging in a certain amount of extra-curricular 
activity, bearing in mind that studies and 
courses have their place in campus life. 

The moral which is intended purports to 
point out that a balance, based upon individual 
capacity and capability, between the extra-cur- 
ricular activity and academic commitments is 
infinitely more desirable than an unequal divi- 
sion of labor either way. 

The issue of studies is obvious to the indivi- 
dual pcholnr; the courses wiiich he eliooses arc 
his commitments. For the benefit of the new- 
comers, however, we might elaborate on extra- 
curricular campus activity. 

A glance through the first part of the new 
Handbook is sufficient to convince all that Mc- 
Gill has a practically complete variety of stud- 
ent activity to meet the equally varied demands 
of a hcteroRcneoiis scholastic body. 

From the McGill Band to the Xalional Fed- 
eration of Canadian University Students; 
from tho Red and White Society to the Political 
Clubs— air these campus groups offer pertinent 
and provocative activity. And the temptation 
will often be too great even for the studious- 
minded. 

Fortunately, the Freshman Reception Pro- 
gram this year provides for tlic introduction of 
new students to the various campus groups. At 
the SEC Club Night to be held on October 14, 
the newcomer will be in the positicm of a buyer 
at a fashion-show where each campus club dis- 
plays its latest styles. This should enable, fresh 
students to pick and choose on the basis of un- 
derstanding rather than coercion. 

It would, perhaps, hp fitting to extend good 
wishes beyond tlie new students to the clubs 
and societies whirh will eventually absorb tlic 
novices. Along with these wishes goes our hope 
that they will enhance and stimulate the coming 
year in overj' way*. 

To all students, new or old, we add our voice 
to those wishing you ovtry académie and extra- 
curricular success.— A. T. 



The Old Order Changeth 



The incoming Freshman class is in an unique 
position tiiis year. It is entering tlie venerable 
confines of Old McGill at a time when the sys- 
tem of handling athletics is on the verge of 
undergoing a radical reorganization. 

Freshmen will have tlic opportunity during 
the next several years to examine the new arran- 
gement from all angles, functioning under, all 
conditions. 

It will be the responsibility of the Class of 
to assess this unprecedented setup cooly and 
dispassionately, to weigh its advantages and dis- 
advantages fairly in tlieir minds, and to offer 
advice and criticism of a constructive nature. 

Undergraduates have laboured unselfishly 
and continually over a period of several seasons 
to obtain a revision of the athletics system at 
IMcGill University. The report issued this spring 
by the Sjieeial Committee of tlic Senate on 
Sludenl Athletics contained for the most part 
recommendations for which students had been 
hoping. 

The document provided for the establish- 
ment of a "Department of Athletics and Phy- 
sical Education" mnder a single director.* Prcv-' 
iously athletics had been controlled exclusively 
by the Director of the School of Physical Edu- 
cation. While at first glance it may appear that 
the same situation will still exist, nevertheless 
the report is a definite step in the right direc- 
tion. 

The report also recommend,-- the appoint- 
ment of fulltime assistants to control intercolle- 
giate, intramural, and recreational athletics. 



These and several other items embodied in the 
Senate paper prove heartening to those' who 
seek a complete divorce of athletics from the 

School of Physical Education. 

While tiic above document will be imple- 
mented only when it is approved by the Board 
of Governors, it is hoped that they will sanction 
it next month. But is this report all that under- 
graduates had hoped it would be? The Students 
Athletics Council which is composed mainly of 
managers of the various campus sports, had sev- 
eral discerning and intelligent suggestions which 
tliey issued in a memorandum following pub- 
lication of the Senate report. 

To summarize briefly, the SAC recommended 
that the Athletics Board, (equally composed of 
staff, grads, and undergrads) have final author- 
ity, not the Director of the 'Department. They 
also suggested a separate financial system for 
athletics, and complete disassociation of the 
School of Physical Education from the Athletics 
Deportment. 

We heartily concur with the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the SAC, and strongly urge that stud- 
ents familiarize themselves with all aspects of 
this important situation, so that they may form 
well-reasoned conclusions, and offer constructive 
criticism regarding athletics at McGill. 

It is of utmost importance that undergrad- 
uates vigilantly maintain, and even .supplement, 
their limitpd voice in university athletics. This 
is a topic that is primarily a student concern, 
and it is essential tliat all McGillians keep 
themselves informed and active regàrding this 
subject.— N. W.

Is Role of Executive Councils 



On his first day at the University, 
the newcomer sees student govern- 
ment in action. He is introduced 
to it through the Freshman Recep- 
tion Committee. From thon on, as 
long as he remains at McGill, he 
will be urged to attend meetings 
to support it, sign resolutions to 
improve it, and to take part in the 
many activities made possible by 
it. 

Everyone enrolled in a full 
course, thereby paying the student 
fee, is a member of the Student's 
Society, of McGill University or of 
Dawson College, as the case may 
be. From each of these societies 
members are elected by popular 
vole to the Student's E.xocutivc 
Council of McGill University, or 
the Dawson Student's Council, who 
handle the administration of stud- 
ent affairs. 

SUULAR LINES 
'Both of these councils function 
along similar lines, the McGiU body 
being the parent organization. The 
society jiresidcnt is ■ chairman of 
the council, ,and Us other members 
include representatives elected 
from the various faculties, and ap- 
pointed members. 

The StudenU' Executive Council 
meets weekly. A typical agenda 
may call for the choosing of an 
editor for the annual reports from 
several comniiltccs, and decision 
on what - the corti6rstone .of the 
new war memorial' is to contain 
The council enables students to 
buy and sell used books conve- 
niently at the Book Exchange. 

It issues a directory in which the 
addresses and telephone numbers 
of all McGill students arc listed 
and n handbook, commonly known 
as the McGill Bible, . This little 
volume, packed with information 
about the university lists several 
dozcii possible spare-time activl 
tics for the student. It includes a 
calendar marked with the coming 
year's important dales, and space

All aid in 
collecting funds in charity drives, 
and organize, at least once in the 
year, an entertainment to which 
all students are invited. 

Then these societies sponsor activ- 
ities of particular interest to its 
members. -A-rts and Science has 
societies and clubs whose raison 
d'etre may be Philosophy, History, 
French, or one of several other 
subjects that some students find 
too interesting to confine to the 
classroom and the library. 

The Engineers have their own 
debating uidon. In public speaking, 
the student learns .'omothing that 
will help him in dealing with men. 
complementing his academic course 
which teaches him to deal witli 
machines. , 

The McGill Med{cal and Dental 
Reviews have been revived by their 
respective faculties since the end 
of the war, and the versatile en- 
gineers also have their publication, 
the Monkey Wrench. In addition, 
several schools make it possible 
for their students to buy books, in- 
struments and other supplies at a 
reduced rate. 

Student government may break 
into notice only a few times a year. 
Inhere is an election, or someone 
proposes a chatige Vvhith the maj- 
ority, or a very articulate minor- 
ity, considers radical. But the way 
in which McGill students govern 
themselves is as important through- 
out the year as it is on the day 
the ballots' are counted.

Hold lhal Hem Line,

Not long ago, the Daily's Depart* 
ment of Social Statistics, equipped 
with tape measures and calipers, 
descended upon the campus. Their 
purpose was to conduct a survey 
to determine the magnitude of th« 
change in campus dress occasioned 
by the current trend towards 
lengthened skirts. In addition, the 
question: What do you think ol 
long skirts and would you be found 
dead in one? wa.<s asked all- stu» 
dents encountered. 

An interpretation of the rcsulix 
of these investigations is presented 
below: 

The range of lengths encounter* 
ed varied from 1.5 inches above tht 
knee (—1.5) to 16 inches below tha 
knee (a Hindu exchange student). 
There was no skirt length favored 
and the eu.stuniary correlation be- 
tween height of coed and length ol 
skirt. The percentage of skirts 
reaching below the knees. 

A new pair of correlates was dis* 
covered in this study which bids 
fair to revolutionize the £cience of 
skirt design. A coefficient of cor- 
relation of .7 was found between 
the length of .^kirt below the knoa 
in centimetres and the di.stance in 
yards (see formula below) between 
the point on a plane bisecting tha 
skull at right angles to the line of 
vision nearest to the centre o{ thè 
knee, and the point on the circum* 
ferencc of tlic l;ncccap at tha 
greate.it di,-,tancc from this point 
Tlic percentage deviation is high, 
as instruments of greater accuracy 
than meal-axe and calipers wcra 
not available. From this, the for* 
mula L=Kd was deduced where L 
is the skirt length in centimetres 
below ' the knee, d is the second 
measurement described in ccnti* 
metres and K is 'i'orick's constant. 
In unscientific term this means 
that the more unattractive the co- 
ed's knees, the more she welcomed 
, the new trend. 

Having come to this weighty do* 
cision, the research team diiap^ 
pearcd into Andre's and has not 
'been seen since. >. -
